This is not a repeat: 
Dems wary of severe 
weather on critical night

CHARLOTTE, N.C. Conventions may seem 
like drawn-out and expensive political par- 
ties with little relevance to the American 
people. But Democrats said Monday they 
were trying to change that, making their 
convention in Charlotte, which begins 
Tuesday one of the most accessible and 
inclusive ever. That included an outdoor 
party open to the public beginning Mon- 
day, and a speech by the president in a sta- 
dium that seats 70,000. If only the weather 
holds up. 

The big event of the convention is the 
president’s speech Thursday evening in 
Bank of America Stadium, which will be 
able to fit 65,000 people. Tickets were 
given to volunteers who promised a certain 
amount of time to the campaign. Lines to 
pick up those tickets were a half-mile long 
at some places, the campaign said. 

Yet forecasts call for scattered thunder- 
storms Thursday, which could make for a 
very unpleasant time, since umbrellas aren’t 
allowed for security reasons. 

Convention CEO Steve Kerrigan said 
the event would go forward “rain or shine,” 
but that the committee was monitoring the 
forecast daily and had a contingency plan, 
if need be. 

“We want to make sure everyone’s safe,” 
he said Monday 

Moving the speech inside to a smaller 
venue would mean the DNC would have 
to turn away thousands of voters who do- 
nated time and money, and in some cases, 
traveled from neighboring states to attend. 

As they did during the 2008 convention. 
Democrats are hoping to use the Charlotte 
gathering to recruit volunteers and to influ- 
ence voters in North Carolina and in neigh- 
boring Virginia, LaBolt said. 

“In Denver we registered 25,000 volun- 
teers,” he said. “We’ll do more than that 
here.” 

The convention will bring 5,556 delegates 
and 407 alternates to Charlotte, 27 percent 
of whom are African-American and 50 per- 
cent of whom are women, DNC secretary 
Alice Germond said. The oldest delegate, 
Elzena Johnson, was born in 1914 and the 
youngest was born in 1994, she said. 


“You’ll see people from every walk of 
life,” she said. 

Indeed, there are specific convention 
events for nearly every group one could 
think of, including Native Americans, 
Pacific Islanders, people with disabilities, 
and a vague “Ethnic Council,” presumably 
for people who don’t fit into any other 
group. 

The convention also will feature Ameri- 


cans who were helped by the president’s 
policies, including a GM worker who was 
laid off and then reemployed thanks to 
the bailout of the auto industry 

“We’re making sure that this conven- 
tion is the first of its kind,” Kerrigan said. 
“We tried to find as many ways as possible 
to engage more Americans in this historic 
event. This convention is the most open 
and accessible convention in history” 


No bump for Romney?

CTA is on target for the $25 million program 
to wrap up in late 2012. 

The riders who have most benefited from 
this program are Blue and Yellow line pas- 
sengers. About two-thirds of the Blue Line 
stations have been scrubbed, according to a 
Going Public analysis, while two out of three 
stations that serve the ^llow Line have been 
beautified. (The third station, Oakton- Skok- 
ie, opened in April.)

Hurricane Isaac 
death toll rising 


D Louisiana authorities Monday blamed 
an eighth U.S. death on the effects of last 
week’s Hurricane Isaac when a 90 -year-old man 
died in a sweltering home without electricity in 
suburban New Orleans. 

The man “was found in his home by family 
and the home had no power to it,” Jefferson 
Parish Coroner Gerry Cvitanovich said. The 
death was blamed on the heat, he said. 

Isaac killed six people in Louisiana and two 
in Mississippi, according to authorities. The 
Louisiana deaths include a man who died fall- 
ing from a tree while making preparations for 
the storm and another who died in a fire as the 
storm hit, said Christina Stephens, spokes- 
woman for the Louisiana Office of Homeland 
Security and Emergency Preparedness. 


Another 19 people were killed in the Carib- 
bean nation of Haiti, authorities there said. 

Isaac struck the Gulf Coast south of New Or- 
leans as a Category i hurricane early Wednes- 
day, the seventh anniversary of the devastating 
Hurricane Katrina. More than 100,000 cus- 
tomers remained without power nearly a week 
later, utilities reported, while nearly 3,000 peo- 
ple still were in shelters because of the flooding 
that followed. 

President Obama landed in New Orleans on 
Monday to get a firsthand look at recovery ef- 
forts along with Louisiana Gov Bobby Jindal. 

Isaac posed the first real test to New Orleans 
since a $14.5 billion federal effort to recon- 
struct the city’s flood control system after it 
failed during Katrina in 2005. 


D Hezbollah warns 
of U.S. base strike 

Iran could strike U.S. bases in the 
Middle East in response to any 
Israeli strike on its nuclear facilities, 
the leader of Lebanon’s Iranian- 
backed militant group Hezbollah 
said Monday. “A decision has been 
taken to respond and the response 
will be very great,” Sayyed Hassan 
Nasrallah said.

WHY so GRUMPY? 
A.J.PIERZYNSKI’S 
GOT A THEORY •••

Baseball players have 
heroes after whom 
they try to model 
their games. So surely 
managers have other 
managers they try to 
emulate when arguing 
with umpires, right? 

According to first- 
year White Sox man- 
ager Robin Ventura, 
not so much. 

“I don’t have 
those,” he said. “Lou 
[Piniellal’s were good. 

I’ve seen a couple of 
Lou’s. Those were 
good. I don’t think I 
have any base-tossing 
in me.” 

The easygoing Ven- 
tura is as volatile as a 
bowl of tapioca pudding, losing his cool dur- 
ing the season about as frequently as Chicago 
does during the winter. 

Maybe that’s why players say that on the 
rare occasions when Mount Ventura erupts 
on an unsuspecting umpire, it has a significant 
effect on the team, especially one fighting for 
its playoff life. 

“It was fun to see Robin get that mad,” 
White Sox catcher A.J. Pierzynski said of Ven- 
tura’s ejection on Aug. 25. “He doesn’t usually 
get that angry but to see him like that really

gave the team a spark.” 

Few people will compare Ventura’s temper 
to that of his predecessor, Ozzie Guillen, but 
the mild-mannered captain of the ship has 
been ejected from three games this season, 
one more than Guillen was in his first season. 

Ventura said he doesn’t get into screaming 
matches with umpires specifically to fire his 
team up, even if that is the result. 

“It’s just part of the game,” he said. “{Um- 
pires} are trying to do their job; I’m trying to 
do mine.” 


Ventura came to Pierzynski’s defense Aug. 
25 at home against Seattle. Pierzynski had just 
been tossed by plate umpire Lance Barrett for 
arguing about the strike zone he was calling 
for pitcher Jose Quintana when Ventura came 
storming out of the dugout. 

Like any employee in any business, Pierzyn- 
ski said it’s important to know your boss has 
your back. 

“It gets you excited to know that the man- 
ager is behind everybody,” he said. 

“That’s what teammates are for,” Quintana 


added. ‘A.J., Robin coming out and sticking 
up for myself, for the team.” 

So what was it that had Pierzynski so upset 
with Barrett? The catcher said it’s the same 
thing that inspires many barroom arguments 
throughout Chicago on a daily basis. 

“{We were arguing about] what kind of piz- 
za is better, deep dish or thin crust— usually 
leads to an ejection,” he joked. “He said thin 
crust and I said deep dish, so he didn’t like the 
answer he got, I guess.”
